Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: On August 29, 2006, Examiner Dixon conducted an updated search 
of the claimed invention and provided prior art references Svedman (US 6264979) and Loomis (5170781) for 
Applicant's attorney to review. Mr. Taylor submitted a proposed amendment to Examiner Dixon. Examiner Dixon 
contacted Mr. Taylor to confirm receipt of the proposed amendment and stated that she believed the newly proposed 
limitations would define over the Svedman reference; however, she would need to confer with her supervisor, Henry 
Bennett, regarding the applicability of the Loomis reference to the proposed amendment. In addition Examiner Dixon 
thanked Mr. Taylor for the removal of the "devoid of an opening" new matter limitation from the claim. After conferring 
with Supervisor Bennett, Examiner Dixon contacted Mr. Taylor regarding the proposed amendment. Examiner Dixon 
informed Mr. Taylor that Supervisor Bennett agreed that the broadest reasonable interpretation of the proposed 
amendment was still applicable to the Loomis reference and that an advisory action should be sent to the Applicant. 
However, Supervisor Bennett and Examiner Dixon also discussed the possibility of an allowance IF AND ONLY IF: 1) 
There is no recitation of any other element contacting the patient's skin except for the adhesive layer in the disclosure, 
and 2) If Applicant changes the claim to "consisting" closed language rather than "comprising" open language. 
Examiner Dixon informed Mr. Taylor of this option for a potential allowance, but cautioned the Applicant because the 
closed "consisting" language would not provide the Applicant patent protection should another application be filed 
having a similar layer scheme but including the padding as seen in the Loomis reference. Examiner Dixon suggested 
Mr. Taylor consult with his Inventor and provide a response to Examiner Dixon by 1pm on Friday, September 1, 2006, 
or else an advisory action would be sent . 
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
